He had been 
faithful; he was industrious and sober, 
and year in and year out had labored to 
support himseit and wife He had com¬ 
plied with all the rules and regulations^ 
made by hia superiors, therefore his 
discharge waa not due to any derelict 
of duty. He had simply arrived at that 
age -wheie the stroke with the hammer 
was not hard enough, and he had to go 
to make room tor younger men. He 
was a veteran of the Civil war; be Was 
a patriot. He enlisted in the Union 
army when '.e was thirteen years old, 
and fought through four years of bloody 
conflict for the flag he loved. Three of 
his brothers were killed while fighting 
by his side. More than that, his ances¬ 
tors followed Washington through the 
Revolution, and by their courage and 
patriotism helped to make it possible

Now. be sure not to full into the un¬ 
scientific error of confusing the snored 
hare with bis bumble American cous¬ 
in, “Br’er Rabbit." The rabbit Is all 
well enough In his way. and without 
him we shouldn’t have Uncle Remus, 
perhaps, and a lot of people would 
have to take out accident insurance 
Instead of prqwllng around graveyards 
In the dark of tbe moon. 

But the rabbit Is not the hare, and 
be haa nothing to do with Easter 
There are no bares In tbe east and 
south, and on tbe plains they Instill 
the American bare by calling him a 
Jack or Jackass rabbit. 

This distinction between the hare 
and the undersized rabbit la really lm 
portant. an., chiefly because the hare 
burrows in tbe ground, while the hare 
makes forms of grass for his habita¬ 
tion. 

It la Germany from which we have 
borrowed the tradition of the Easter 
hare, who Is quite as Important a fig¬ 
ure In his way In tbe fatherland as is 
8t. Nicholas himself at Christmas 
Where did "he Germans, get the hare 
myth? To determine that you would 
have to make a pretty long excursion 
Into the past. And perhaps In the end 
It would be “up to" the sphinx to an 
awer you. 

For It Is a fact even if It Is a fable, 
too. that tbe moon and tbe bare and 
Easter. likewise the Easter egg, are all 


dependent the one upon the other and 
have been Since the time when Eastre. i 
the Saxon goddess of the east, gave her 
name to our Christian festival. Now, 
you may think, with your limited 
knowledge of Egyptology, that the 
Egyptians had no language other than 
the queer signs you may see today 
transcribed from otiellsks. but you are 
mistaken. Those hieroglyphics were' 
perhaps merely stenographic notes dic¬ 
tated by Osiris to Isis and afterward 
transcribed In the cuneiform tablets. 

With the lapse of ages some of them 
have grown so "cold" that the best 
handwriting experts of today cannot 
decipher them. But in the everyday 
language of the Nile region the equiva¬ 
lent of hare Is “un.” which In English 
Is “open.” "to open,” “the opener;" 
also tbe hare has been from remot 
times a symbol for tbe moon. 

Tbe bare Is a nocturnal animal, and 
the young of the hare, unlike rabbits, 
are born with their eyes open and are 
fabled never to close them. Aa a mat 
ter of fact, rather than of fable. |tbc

The first charge exploded drives 
the forward part of the torpedo through 
the under-water armor of the vessel 
and well into the interior. Then ti e 
second charge is exploded- and, if all 
goes well, in the pleasant naval way of 
putting it, the ship sinks. The torpedo 
which has been in use for the past ten 
years is considered practically negligi 
ble in battle.
